Hi, 


Due to local topological situation (on a mountain slope) I suspect 
that it might not always be best to keep my beam in the maximum 
extended position of the telescopic tower. To test this I would like 
to do comparison of signal strength at different antenna heights. 

I thought that the best way would be to compare the beam signal 

with the signal from a reference antenna. 


Must this reference antenna have the same polarization as the beam? 
I have a vertical which could serve as a reference. The polarization 
on a sky wave depends on the transmission path and normally contain 
both horizontal and vertical polarization so it is perhaps not critical. 


The easiest way to do the comparison is to look at the S-meter when 
switching between the antennas. But I would like to get some numerical 
data to be able to do better comparisons and I was thinking of either 
measure the AGC voltage (rig=K2), or switch off the AGC and use an 
audio voltmeter on the speaker. Any comments? 


The really nice thing would to switch antenna several times per second 
and use a differential amplifier to measure the difference in signal. A 
relay in the antenna line gives too much switching noise. 

Any suggestions for a electronic switching circuit? Would a diode 
switch be ok at so low signal levels?

Ho Goran, 

Here are my thoughts... 

You are correct in that the polarization of skywave signals contains 
components of both polarizations but at any given moment it is usually 


predominately one or the other. Polarization of an HF antenna is usually 
only important in how it effects the take off angle and of course it is 


important for ground or direct wave paths where the polarization must be the 
same. The problem is that when comparing between two antennas at HF the 
polarization will often be fairly linear at any given moment. What I mean 
is that at the time that you switch between the two antennas the 
polarization may be vertical and therefore the vertical will show a stronger 
signal at that moment even though on average the horizontal beam may out 
perform the vertical. It may be possible to integrate out these errors by 
taking a great many measurements. To compare apples to apples, I would stay 
with the same polarizations for the test antenna and the reference antenna. 


To determine absolute dB differences, use an external step attenuator to 
bring the stronger antenna down to the level of the weaker antenna. The 
simplest method would be to just record S-meter readings (or AGC voltage) 
between the two antennas and then go back (same receiver/frequency) and 
determine relative S-meter (AGC voltage) differences in dB's using the 
external step attenuator. For instance, use a signal generator (or any 
stable frequency source) at the test frequency and adjust it for an 
amplitude at least a little higher then what you had previously measured 
with the antennas (say S9 +10dB). Crank in the attenuate, say 1dB ata 
time, and record what the S-meter says. If S9 +10dB was with OdB of 
attenuation then S9 "should" require about 10dB of attenuation. Just be 
sure to takes lots of data for any two antenna comparisons. Polarity and 
separation diversity may cause measurement error for any one comparison. 
Again, the more measurements taken, the more you can integrate out these 
errors. 


The key is to come up with an accurate step attenuator that has a resolution 
down to at least 1dB. I wouldn't worry about anything less then that since 
the error in eyeballing the S-meter or AGC voltage will probably result in 
errors greater then 1dB. For HF a pretty accurate attenuator can be 
handmade or surplus commercial units may be found. 


There is a piece of software available that I have found very useful for 
such activities. It is called "JoveChart" and is intended to record Jovian 
emissions from the planet Jupiter in the upper half of the HF spectrum. I 
have found that it will chart noise or signals coming out of you receiver 
(AGC off) and it works great for doing antenna comparisons. This software 
is intended for students participating in the Radio Jove Project but is 
available to all if you sign up (free) I believe. The software is available 
at:

Here is an AGC hint for those that can't turn the AGC off: 


If you can't disable your AGC simply crank the RF gain down until the 
S-meter reads above the strongest signal that you intend to encounter. This 
is for receivers such as Kenwood, Yaesu, Icom, etc. For example, if you 
adjust the RF gain until the S-meter reads S-9 then all signals below S-9 
will be received as if there was no AGC. Of course you will have to 
compensate with the AF gain control.

I am attending a conference this week in KH6 (tough duty I know, but someone 
had to do it) and decided it would be fun to pack my Vectronics 40 meter DC 
receiver.

reduce the "drive" a couple of years ago.
